and costly trials at Portsmouth, the 
owners of the patent lived for nearlj a 
quarter of a century upon tho confident 
belief that at last they would secure a 
verdict m their favor, the judgment 
upon which would apply repay them 
for all their } ears of work and worri- 
ment.

Connected. 


Manila, Dec. 14.—The United States ca- 


ble ship Burnside will next week proceed 
to Damufruete, island of Negros, to begin 
tho laying of UOO miles of government ca- . 
blc to connect Xeprros, Mindanao aud Jo- 
lo. Ncgros and Cebu already have cable 
connection with Iloilo and Manila. The 
new line will extend from Damuguete to 
Oromaueta, Misaniis, Illigata and Taga- 
loaii, all on the north coast of Mindanao. 
A laud line will connect Misaniis and Ti- 
gutii, aud the main portion of the cable 
will extend from Tigum to Zamboanga 
and thence to Jolo. 


At present there is scarcely any tele- 


graphic communication with southeastern 
Luzon, owing to the persistent wire cut- 
ting. It is proposed eventually to connect 
that section and the larger islands adja- 
cent by cable with Manila. 


General Kobbe, with the Twenty-eighth 


volunteer regiment, Colonel Birkhimer 
commanding, landed at Kugayan, on the 
northern coast of Mindanao, Monday and 
re-enforced the six companies of the For- 
tieth volunteer regiment stationed in the 
town. An aggressive movement had been 
planned.

Some Interesting F»ctt About Thin Ctetul 


South American Tree. 


Tho ivory plant Is found in Ajputh Amer- 


ica. It produces the mits known a-i inur- 
fll vegetal, or vegetable ivory. It belongs 
to the palm family, has a Kmcefulcmwuof 
long, pinnate leaven, of a pale green color, 
irad beautiful, fragrant flowers. Some of 
th«j ivpry plant'flowers do not hu\eboth 
stamens and pistils, but, like our willows, 
one plant bears only stamiual flowers 
while another bears only pistillate ones. 
They have the same general appearance, 
however, and differ only in the form and 
the arrangement of the flowers. 


OIK- plnnt produces a great number of 


etauunal flowers on a cylindrical axis mid 
tho other produces a few pistillate ones 
that spring from the end of tho stalk. The 
fruit is produced from the pistillate flow- 
ers anil consists of six or BO'S en drupes 
forming large clusters. Each drupe has 
sis or seven compartments, and each com- 
partment contains from six to nine seeds. 
In commercial pnilanee, tho seeds are 
known as vegetable ivory, and out of 
them are fashioned knobs, reels, toys and 
many other things, both uecf ul and orna- 
mental. 


Many of tho 1% ory buttons and fancy 


boxes in daily use which aro supposed to 
bo mado from tho tusks of the elephant 
are tho product of the ivory plant. At 
first the seeds contain a clear, insipid 
•Quid. After a time this fluid becomes 
sweet and of a milky appearance, and then 
changes by degrees uutil it becomes as 
hard as ivory. 
It is a singular fact that this hard, 


ivorylifce mass returns to its former soft 
stato in the process of germination, and 
the young plant is for some time depend- 
ent upcn it for sustenance. If the seed be 
taken out of the ground after the plant 
Uas appeared, in it may be found u sub- 
stance, half pulp and half milk, on which 
-the plant lives until it is eld enough to 
obtain nourishment for itself. 


The full grown plant has a stcmlcss ap- 


pearance, because the foliage and tho fruit 
are too heavy for tho comparatively slen- 
der trunk, and the plant is thus pulled 
down to tho ground, where it lies like a 
large exposed root.—Philadelphia Times.

promoting men on their merits, without 
regard to their political backing. Tho 
tirst case was that of an old fellow, a vet- 
eran of tho civil war, who was at tho time 
n rounds-man. I happened to notice ono 
day that ho had saved a -woman from 
drowning and bad him summoned so that 
I might look into the matter. Tho old 
fellow brought up his record before mo 
and showed not a little nervousness and 
agitation, for it appeared that ho had 
grown gray in the scrvide, had performed 
feat after feat of heroism, but had no polit- 
ical bucking of any account. He was a 
Grand Army man, but not ono of tho "po- 
litical" type, and so had not received any 
attention from the former police boards, 
and now at last ho thought there was a 
chance for him. 


He had been 22 years on tho forco and 


during that time had saved s>omp 20 per- 
sons irom death by drowning, varying tho 
performance oneo or twice by mving per- 
sons from burning buildings. Twice con- 
grtrs had passed laws especially to empow- 
er the then secretary of tho treasury, John 
Shannon, to givo him a medal for distin- 
guished gallantry in saving life. Tho Life 
Saving society had also given him its incd- 
al, and so had the police department. On 
examining into his record carefully \vo 
found that it was wholly free from com- 
plaints of any infraction of duty and that 
he was sober and trustworthy. Wo felt 
that ho was entitled to his promotion, and 
he got it. We did not know his politics, 
nor did we care about it. It is very unlike- 
ly that the woman \\ horn ho last saved, 
as ho swam out toward her, felt any spe- 
cial interest as to whether he had voted for 
Cleveland or Harrison, nor did wo. Ho 
had risked his life freely again, and. again 
in tho performance of his duty he had 
conducted himself so as to bo a credit to 
the department and a credit to tho city, 
and we felt that ho was entitled to his re- 
ward. 


It is worth while mentioning that he 


kept on sa\ ing life after ho was promoted 
to a sergcanicy. On Oct. 81, lUUO, he 
again saved a, man from drowning 
It 


WHS at night, nobody else was in 
the 


neighborhood, and the slip from which lu> 
jumped was in absolute darkness, and he 
was about ten minutes in the water, winch 
was very cold. The captain of the pre- 
cinct, in reporting tho case, said, "The

Lincoln Illustrates more forcibly his "long1 
hoadcdness" in laying plans, not oven that 
incident when ho asked tho "jedgo" a 
question in bis debate with Mr. Douglas, 
which may bo told as follows: 


Ono afternoon during that joint debate 


Mr. Lincoln was sitting with his friends, 
planning tho programme, when ho was ob- 
served to go oft In a kind of reverie and for 
some time appeared totally oblivious to 
everything around him. 
Then slowly 


bringing his right hand up, holding it a 
moment in tho air and then letting It fall 
with a quick slap upon his thigh, ho said: 


"There, I am going to ask'tho jedge' "— 


he always called him'' tho jodge''—"a ques- 
tion tonight, and I don't core the ghost of 
a continental which way he answers it. If 
he answers it one way, it \vill lose him tho 
senatorship. If he answers it tho other 
way, 
it will loso him tho presidency." 


Ko ono asked him what tho question 


was, but that c\ening it \vas the turn for 
Mr. Douglas to speak first, and, right in 
tho midst of his address, all at once Mr. 
Lincoln loused up as if a new thought 
Imd suddenly struck hint and said: 


"Jedgc, will you allow me to ask you 


one question?" 


"Certainly," says Mr. Douglas. 
"Suppose, jodge. there was a new town 


or colony just started in some western ter- 
ritory, and suppose there were precisely 
100 householders—voters—there, and sup- 
pose, jedgc, that 99 did not want slavery 
and one did. What would bo done about 
it?" „ 


Judge Douglas beat about the bush, but 


failed to give « direct answer. 


"Xo, no, jedge; that won't do. Toll us 


plainly what will bo dono about it?" 


Again Douglas tried to evade, but Lin- 


coln would not be put ofl, and he insisted 
that a direct answer should be given. At 
labt Douglas admitted that tho majority 
would havo their way by some means or 
other. 


Mr. Lincoln said no more. Ho hud se- 


cured what he wanted. Douglas had an- 
swered tho question as Illinois people 
would havo answered it, and he got the 
benatorship. 


But that answer was not satisfactory to 


the pix>plo of tho south. In 1800 the 
Charleston convention split in two fac- 
tions, and "it Inet him tho presidency," 
and it made Abraham Lincoln prcbident. 
—Independent.

An Old Roman Bath In London. 


How many thousand daily traverse the 


Strand! How few probably are aware 
that within a«fe>v yards of them stands 
one of the most interesting of the relics of 
Roman London—a bath that is 2,000 years 
old and that is still used for the purpose 
for which it was built! It, is reached• by 
Strand lane, a small passage oppotlto^the 
east end of St. Mary's church and araw 
yards cast of Somerset House. Somo 20 
yards down this alley on the loft hand will 
bo seen a small, unpretentious looking 
building, behind a row of iron railings. 
Descending a few stops and passing 
through an inner wooden doorway, recent- 
ly erected, we shall find ourselves in a nar- 
row vaulted passage. Through an arch on 
our left we enter. (Tho entrance origi- 
nally was by an arch immediately on the 
lufs upon entering. This was recently 
bricked up, leaving, however, a sguaro 
opening through which tho bath can be 
surveyed.) Here, in a vaulted chamber 
somo 16 foot in length, 16 feet In height 
and 9 foot in width, lit by a single oval 
window at its western end, is the historic 
bath which was probably built either In 
the reign of the Emperor Titus or of Ves- 
pasian, nearly 3,000 years ago. The bath 
Is sunk In the ground to a depth of m 
test. Its length is about 13 foot and tho 
width fl foot. At the northeast end, with- 
in the bath, is a small flight of steps, 
around which tho water rushes in—beau- 
tifully clear, cool and pleasant to the taste. 
Some 2«,OCO gallons pass through tho bath 
daily, the supply being derived from a 
perpetual spring, the source of which is 
believed to bo tho old holy well which 
gives its name, though not its cleansing 
<iuality, to Holywoll street, hard by. A 
waste pipe inserted In tho bath carries off 
the overflow of water. On the west end 
of tho bath the old Roman bricks still re- 
main to attest the antiquity of the struc- 
ture. Tho other three sides are now lined 
with the marble that was taken from what 
was known as the Essox bath until its de- 
struction In 1893 to make way for tha 
buildings of tbo Norfolk hotoL—English 
Illustrated Magazine. *< • 


Bead Lamp Shades. 


Onco upon a time to hear of a bead 


lamp shade would havo aroused n, smile. 
But wo havo changed all that nowadays.. 
Wo understand that from tho most un- 
promising materials may be evolved en- 
chanting results. Bead shades are a fad 
of the hour, and very curiously are they 
wrought, of tho palest colors, in quaint, 
overlapping, palm leaf designs. The cm- 
piro shade is another new design. This 
is made of soft tinted china silk, painted 
with medallions of Napoleon's head, of 
Josephine's, of Maria Louisa's and with 
the Bonaparte crest, each one surrounded 
by a laurel wreath. An odd shape is seen 
m still another shade. It looks much like 
en enormous poke bonnet, of shirred silk, 
the scoop projecting to throw tho light 
whore it is needed in ono spot, whilo the 
correspondingly short opposite side leaves 
a shadow. Tho light and shade may, of 
course, be varied, ns is wished, by the 
turning about of tho metal frame under- 
neath.—Xow York Post. 


The Composition of Cnllnloid. 


There arc few articles in common use 


about which there has been moro specula 
tion than about celluloid. So many ques- 
tions have boon asked and so much curios 
ity expressed that the following extract 
from Tho Trade Journal's Ilcvitw will be 
of interest to very many people. Cellu 
loid is mado by tho combined action of 
pressure and heat or with tho aid of sol- 
vents, in that case in the cold. The cam- 
phor is dissolved in alcohol, ns little ns 
possible, and tho solution sprayed on to 
the pyroxylin, the latter perfectly dry, a 
second layer of pyroxylin being then add- 
ed, moistened again with camphor holu- 
tiou, and so on. Tho gelatinous lump is 
%vorkcd between iron rollers, to which it 
adheres, and the layer is slit longitudinally 
and rolled again. Tho cakes, 0.4 inch 
thick, are cut into plates about 2 f( et by 1 
foot and pass for 84 hours into hydraulic 
prebscs, which arc doubly steam jacketed. 
The mass is now sawed into plates, which 
are dried at about 05 degree's F. for a 
week or two and finally cut into smaller 
pieces, from which the articles are stamp- 
ed. Further, according to a vs ritor in tho 
Gnmmi Xcitung, it appears t hat at Mag- 
mis & Co. 's noted establishment in Berlin 
the method pursued is believed to consist 
in pouring 100 parts of ether on 50 of col- 
lodion wool and 25 of camphor, tho cov- 
ered mass being then stirred in earthen- 
ware vessels with rubber sticks until a 
homogeneous gelatinous mass is obtained 
and then rolled. 
Apart from dycstuff 


and other additions, the average celluloid 
consists of two-thirds pyroxylin and one- 
third camphor.

many years, however, tho manufacture of 
needles in England was in the hands of 
foreigners, who guarded tho secrets of their 
trade with the most jealous care. It was 
not until the year 1650 that this industry 
became of any great commercial impor- 
tance iu England.—New York Ledger.

was the Waco-Memphis through pouch, 
containing a number of valuable pack- 
ages. 


A physician was sent for, and it was 


found that Dennis was alive, but uncon- 
scious. An ugly wound in the top of his 
head told the story- Two hours later he 
was taken to the hospital, wlieie he le- 
vived sufficiently to give the details of 
the robber}. 


Jus>t as thc train parted at Bassetts 


Dennis went into the mail car to slir up 
Ihe lire. 
AVhcn he closed the door, he 


&aw two men standing by the stove, one 
</f whom dealt him a terrible blow over 
the head with a heavy lire shovel. The 
iirst blow felled him, siud he was then 
quickly beaten iuto a senseless condition. 
He knew nothing more until he was re- 
vived iu the Texarkana hospital. lie is 
iu a critical condition. 


Examination of the car showed that 


the robbers ruined entrance by crawling 
through u small trapdoor in the floor of 
the vestibule. In the vestibule is a crank 
with which a person can uncouple the 
oar from another, and it is belie\ed it 
was the intention of the robbers to di«- 
eonnect and get control of both ears. It 
is impossible to tell what the robbers se- 
cured, but it is believed they made a 
froml haul. 
Officers are on the case, but 


there is little to work on, as the men 
could have left the car tit three diffeieut 
places before tho train arrived here.

The Inadequate Income of the Average 


College Vrof< »,or. 


To turn to tho material side of things, 


tho assurance of a fixed income is a source 
of permanent satisfaction, however dis- 
proportionate. tho inconw to tho service 
that is rendered. To bo sure, tho salary 
of a full profes&or the country over is little 
If at all In excess of $2,000. In tho larger 
universities it may rise to $3,000 or some- 
thing more, but the men who receive above 
$4,000 are so few as scarcely to affect the 
general average. Aside from tho bare pos- 
sibility of a call to a richer institution, tho 
college professor is not likely to bo earn- 
ing more at 60 than nt 30. Unlike most 
other professions, there is hero no gradual 
increase of Income to give tangible evi- 
dence of ii man's growth in power. Un- 
less ono has taken the Northern Farmer's 
thrifty advice and ''gone whoro money is" 
when hu married, his outlook as ho faces 
old ago is not reassuring 
Pensions are- 


extremely rare. College trustees are forced 
in most cases to bo as ungrateful as re- 


Tho cost of living has steadily risen in 


college towns, keeping pace with the gen- 
eral increase of luxury throughout the 
older communities 
Hero and there, par- 


ticularly in the west, there are exceptions, 
but upon tho whole tho scalo of necessary 
expenditure for a man fulfilling tho vari- 
ous social duties required by his position 
is constantly growing greater. 


The professor's incidental income from 


books and lectures is ordinarily insignifi- 
cant 
When he has paid his bills, he finds 


no margin left for champagne and terra- 
pin 
If he smokes at all, he invents in- 


genious reasons for preferring a pipe. He 
sees tl^o light hearted tutors sail for Eu- 
rope o\ cry summer, but as for himself ho 
decides annually that it will be wiser to 
\vuit just ono year more. Once in awhile 
ho will yield to the temptation to pick up 
11 llrst edition or u good print, but Aklines 
and Rembrandt proofs are toys ho may 
not dully with. In short, his tastes aro 
cultivated beyond his income, and his solo 
cwufort is in the Pharisaical reflection 
that this is better, after all," than to ha\ o 
more income than taste.

Ho Say* the Soloinou Inlander* Were Sim- 


ple Folk* Who Were Made Ferocloun 
By the Crueltiei of Slave Traders—Eat 
White Hen to Avenge Their Wrong*. 


An American who is now in this coun- 


try, after having spent H3 yews of his life 
cruising and trading ainong the south sett 
islands says: 


"In 18(53 what is known In thc southern 


c.nd western archipelago as the 'labor 
traffic' was started—that is, in plain words', 
the kidnaping or stealing of natives troiu 
unexplored islands, as, for Instance, the 
Union, Gilbert, Ellice, Bunks, Santa Cruz, 
New Hebrides and Solomon groups and 
from Papua, or New Guinea, anil tuking 
them to work on plantations in ihe Fiji, 
Samoan and Tahiti islands, and later to 
Queensland, north Australia At first, us 
the lion II. H. Roraily states, 'when tho 
white man was a sort of ram avis nnd 
where the intercourse had been very slight, 
thc natives were not afraid ol them. On 
tho contrary, when they heard thtita white 
man's ship was within roach they would 
go miles to see it, invite the white men to 
pay them visits at their own places and 
escort them about, without having any 
designs on their lives or skulls ' In nearly 
nil uieos of 
cannibalism where whites 


have been tho victims it has been brought 
about by their own folly in willfully ig- 
noring and abusing native prejudices and 
customs aud through deceit, treachery and 
cruelty. Their vessels recruiting laborers 
would heave to opposite u native village, 
whereupon canoes would come off with 
yams, taro, bieadfruit, cocounuts, ett:., to 
trade. 


"The natives -were enticed on board, 


presents were given them, and they were 
asked if they would not like to go and seo 
thc white man's country for one moon or 
may be threu moons. They were made to 
understand this by holding up three finders 
nnd pointing to tho f>ky. Some would 
consent. These were placed in the hold of 
tho vessel and tho hatches put down on 
them, and thc rest in the canoes were or- 
dered to como aboard or they would bo 
shot. 
"A first mato of ono of these vessels, 


disgusted with tho brutal work, deserted 
and afterward shipped on my vessel as 
mate, and from him and other trustworthy 
sources 1 learned of these things. Ho said 
that the ship ho was on took out for bal- 
last largo round stones, w hich \\ ere used 
to heave into tho canoes an they came 
alongside, breaking large holes in them 
and sinking them. Then tho poor wretches 
were seined and thrown into the hold. Tho 
aged and young boys were picked out and 
thrown overboard, to swim ashore if they 
were able and the sharks did nut eat them. 
It was often pleaded as an excuse thnt 
having no Idea of time aa we count it, tho 
natives could not be made to understand 
what three years meant. Had they been 
told it was for tho reaping of three crops 
of yams, 80 months, they would have 
understood, but, of course, no such ex- 
planation was given them or tho traders' 
plans would have been defeated. On one 
o£ these expeditions to the Gilbert island.? 
tho ship was represented to bo Bishop Pat- 
terson's mission vessel, called the Day- 
spring, and tho supercargo donned thc 
bishop's robes. The unsuspicious natives 
were told that they would betaken to Nor- 
folk island, where a mission station WHS 
established, taught to read and write, aud 
then returned to their own homes, so that 
they could teach their ^'op'.u what had 
been taught to them. About 00 were ob- 
tained under these false pretenses, carried 
to Fiji and sold. Later, when Bishop Pat- 
terson visited that place, he was cruelly 
murdered in revenge for the deceit prac- 
ticed on their brethren, nor did the sad 
payment end here.

Cruz, sailing under Spanish colors, took 
lf>0 of these savages from tho New Heb- 
rides islands to bring them to work in the 
mines in South America. Instead of beat- 
ing up in a direct course eastward, to avoid 
strong currents and easterly winds, they 
took a course to catch the hOuthcas»t trade 
•winds. Cholera had broken out among 
tho human cargo and to get rid of them 
they were landed on Raoul or Sunday is- 
land, latitude 29 degrees 15 minutes south, 
ongitudc 177 degrees 45 minutes west. 
This was only a volcanic rock with per- 
haps half a dozen acres of land flt for cul- 
ivatiou, and here they were left to die of 
disease and starvation. Doubtless none 
would have lived to tell the tale had not a 
south sea island trader, not a slave trader, 
with a heart in him, iecing smoke and 
thinking they had been wrecked, hove to, 
sind hearing their pitiful tale of abandon- 
ment, took the 30 that were left of the 150 
md carried them back to their own islands. 
How long before this date sli ve trading 
had been carried on I cannot say, but 
from 1856 to 1874 these islands were the 
principal slaving grounds of the Pacific. 


"Since then the British governmeut has 


instituted a system of inspection and su- 
pervision, and supercargoes are placed 
aboard all labor trading vessels sailing 
under the British flag, or, more properly 
speaking, labor agents. If any readers are 
doubtful of what I say, let them rend tho 
work by Hugh Hastings Homily, C, M, G., 
H. M. deputy commissioner for the west- 
ern Pacific, late acting commissioner for 
New Guinea (with whom I was personally 
acquainted), entitled 'From My Veranda," 
in which he gives an account from thc re- 
port of the royal commission appointed by 
the Queensland government to inquire in- 
to the manner of conducting the labor 
traffic, 
. 


"In all these massacres and feasts of hu- 


man flesh we so frequently read of comes 
the payment.for tho white man's cunning, 
deceit and brutality, and the saddest port 
of it is that thc individually innocent usu- 
ally suffer for the guilty. Forty years ago 
such a thing as hunting tho skulls of the 
pnpalagi, qr white man, was never heard 
of. It is not, as many think, that they 
prefer thc eating of white flesh. I have 
often been told by cannibals tho reverse. 
It, is simply to avenge their wrongs. "— 
Now York Sun. 


One Peculiar Product of the Glorlons Cli- 


mate of California. 


In overy California town there are num- 


berless little poker rooms whore open 
games run day and night. There are a 
few handsome places where it costs from 
$5 to $25 to sit in a game, but moat of the 
places are plain little rooms where a play- 
er may buy a stack of 30 white chips for 
GO cents and take his chance. Chips at 
2><t cents each may seem very small, but 
as thc game is played invariably for table 
stakes tho player soon either loses his 
modest stack in the game or Is forced to 
put in more money. Tho players arc near- 
ly all poor men, but as tho' losers leave 
their money and the winners usually stay 
$100 worth of chips is not an unusual 
sight on the table. 


Tho law forbids the use of a slot in the 


table or any kind of a "kitty," so tho pro- 
prietor makes his money by charging each 
player one white cheek every half hour for 
new cards 
Tho income- of such a place 


foots up to exactly C cents an hour to each 
player, hardly enough to satisfy tho ambi- 
tions of tho sportsman who runs tho place; 
hence tho '' booster.'' 


Tho booster is really a poker agent on a 


GO per cent commission. He comes Into 
the game with a stack or two of tho pro- 
prietor's chips and plays to win, with tho 
understanding that he will quit whenever 
asked to make way for a moneyed player. 
He must then return tho original capital 
and one-hall of his winnings 
His princi- 


pal usefulness is In starting new games 
and lilllng vacant chairs In those that lack 
players Ho comes around early when thp 
poker place opens and hangs about with 
others of his kind until two or three Inde- 
pendent players turn up. Then he begins 
to play and makes what he can until a 
nudge In tho back warns him that his 
chair is wanted. 


To tho booster with his small stock the 


game Is a \ ory serious thing 
It means 


iood, lodging and tobacco for tho next 84 
hours. Ho must always look neat and 
prosperous, as if ho had money iu rolls, 
although ho often sits down with n stom- 
ach left empty merely that his linen may 
bo stainless and his shoos may shine. Of 
course such u man is not above "running i 
up a set of throes" or dealing off tho bot- ' 
torn if he gets a chance, and his spare 
hours at homo aro often passed iu front 
of the looking glass trying uow tricks. 


Though he is about the best short cavil 


man in tho world, tho booster rarely 
mokes more than enough for a day's liv- 
ing. Tho stake In the game is so small at 
first that be does not get much of a chance, 
and later, when tho game grows strong, 
he has to make way for others. Besides 
this, the other players aro pretty well sea- 
soned and keep a sharp eye on tho dealer. 
This, with the thought that a loss means 
a hungry day iu tho street, takes away all 
desire to plunge.—Now York Sun. 


Something About the Way In Which Th«y 


Aro Made.- 


The ancient Egyptians made artificial 


flowers of horn shayjngs, stained in vari- 
ous colors, and leaves of painted linen b»ve 
been found in tombs at.Thebes. From ft 
remote period the Chinese have used tha 
pith of a certain kind of bamboo foe mak- 
ing {lowers. Crassus, one of the Roman 
triumvirs, was the first in Roma to lun* 
them made of gold and silver. 


During the middle ages flowers made of 


metal, satin, silk, wax and paper were 
used in tho Rowan Catholic church with, 
symbolical significations; on festal occtv- 
sions'they were worn merely for ornament. 


In 1728 Seguin, a botanist and chemist, 


began the manufacture of Sowers in Paris, 
employing parchment for the flowers and 
bristles for the stems. , His wort was so 
perfect and artistic that the jealousy of 
some of the leading painters was aroused. 
From that time the manufacture of arti- 
ficial flowers steadily grew and developed 
in Franco, and today the French excel in 
them. 


Thc art was introduced into England 


during tho French revolution by refugee* 
who made use of it as a means of subsist- 
once. It has been successfully naturalized 
hi the United States. Knives of various 
sizes and shapes, stamps gauffering irons 
of different kinds, molds -called velner* 
and agate or glass burnishers are the chial 
tools made use of In tho manufacture, 


Tho leaves and the petals are usually 


made of silk or cambric. The material to 
bo shaped is folded several times, laid upon 
a leaden table and a stamp is driven 
through it Gauffering irons are made use 
of to hollow tho petals; velners, a« the 
mime Implies, are used to vein the leaves, 
and tho burnishers are employed to glvo 
the petals n polished appearance. The 
stamens and pistils are formed of \vir» 
covered with silk; the stalk is made of 
wire couted with a, green material, and Is 
fixed to the stations'and pistils, around 
which are attached tiho petals and lastly 
the cai.v^ Bud'i are made of cotton or 
glass balls covecrtl with silk or cambrio.

often diet jaytnl even in a cheap sprig con- 
sisting jf several materials well put to-
